WASHINGTON, Aug. 


23. — (By 
the Associated Press.) SENATE.— 
Senator Pasco (Dem.) gave notice 


today of ai eubstitute to Sena- 
tor Vest’s minority bill for silver 
coinage at the ratio of 20 to 1. The 
substitute proposes a commission of 
three citizens of the United States to 
appointed by the President to ascer- 
tain and determine by the first of 
January next a fair and just ratio 
between the actual intrinsic value of 
silver and gold as a basis for the free 
coinage of silver. After the result 
shall be reported to the Secretary of 
the Treasury, the weight of pure and 
standard silver to be contained in 
dollars, halves, quarters and dimes 
shall be fixed and determined by them, 
and silver is to be coined. 

The resolution offered yesterday by 
Senator Peffer of Kansas as to the 
violation of the law by national. banks 
in declining to pay depositors’ checks 
in currency was taken up, and a 
motion to refer it to the Committee on 
Finance, made by Senator Hoar of 
}.ussachusetts gave rise to a long 
and somewhat excited discussion, in 
which Senators Voorhees of Indiana, 
Gorman of Maryland, and McPherson 
of New Jersey, favored reference. 
Senators Manderson of Nebraska 
(Rep.,) Kyle of South Dakota, (Pop.,) 
Hill of New York (Dem.,) and Wol- 
cott of Colorado (Rep.,) opposed it 
and insisted on the adoption of the 
resolution. 

Senator Gorman pointed out that the 
adoption of the resolution would be a 
notice to the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency, who would immediately proceed 
to enforce it, and thereby necessitate 
the closing of the banks, and cause the 
utter ruin of the country. 

The cause of Senator Peffer was sus- 
tained by Senator Hill, who broke 
away from the leadership of Senators 
Gorman and Voorhees, and,’in direct 
opposition to the position taken by 
them, has made several speeches, 
which showed a division in the ranks. 
Hill plainly took the position which in- 
dicates he has opinions and views of 
his own, not to be molded by those 
who have been considered as leaders 
on the Democratic side of the Senate. 
He undertook to draft some modifica- 
tion of the resolution, but, before he 
had completed it, the morning hour 
had expired, and the resolution went 
over without action. The resolution 
went to the foot of the calendar, where 
it can be reached only by a motion 
supported by a majority vote. 

Senator Stewart gave notice that, as 
he was disappointed in getting the 
floor today to address the Senate on 
the’ bill discontinuing the purchase of 
silver bullion, he would seek the floor 
tomorrow, and Senator Hill gave a 
similar notice for Friday next. 

When the hour of 2 o'clock arrived,

A number of prominent 
business men met to take immediate 
steps toward feeding the hungry men. 
Mr. Parsons, who has been in charge 
of the free labor hureau, said that the 
vineyardists will not begin picking for 
some days, and that the men are ab- 
solutely hungry, without money and 
without food. The fact that they had 
maintained good order, although many 
of them had not had a square meal 
for a week, was pretty good evidence 
that the men were law-abiding. 

In a short time $100 was raised, and 
a committee was appointed to go to 
the city trustees and ask them to prvu- 
vide 100 shovels at once, and three or 
four overseers for the men. Another 
committee was appointed to proceed 
at once to rent or buy a large stove 
and boilers, dish and cooking 
utensils and set it up at the free labor 
bureau in a room furnished free of 
rent. Then to buy beef, cabbage, 
potatoes, onions and bread, enough to 
make seventy-five gallons of rice soup 
and take it to the free labor bureau; 
the same committee to furnish tables 
and benches so that the men could 
eat. 

All of this was accomplished within 
an hour after the meeting adjourned. 

A fire was soon raging in the stove, 
and from the ranks of the laboring men 
a corps of cooks was obtained, and 
they were told to go into the kitchen 
and make enough soup to fill every 
man. They went to work, and soon 
several large boilers were bubbling with 
soup. «The throng of hungry men on 
the outside understood what was going 
on, and viewed it with the most lively 
satisfaction. Many of them had not 
tasted food since the soup dinner of 
vesterday, and others for some time be- 
fore that. 

About the same time, wagons loaded 
with shovels appeared, and it was plain 
that eating and working were going 
hand in hand. The citizens are going 
to furnish soup meals, the city trustees 
furnish shovels and overseers, and all 
men who get tickets for meals will be 
required to clean the alleys and streets, 
working four hours per day for three 
tickets, 


SHOT HIMSELF. 


A Clergyman's Son Who Was Wanted for 
Swind ling. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 23.—(By the 
Associated Press.) R. M. Parker, who 
was arrested here at the request of 
the Chicago police, who accuse him of 
obtaining $3000 under false pretenses, 
shot and fatally wounded himself to- 
day in the presence of his. wife. 
Parker is said to be the son of a 
prominent Philadelphia clergyman, 
and was disowned by his father when 
he married an actress. He was, at 
one time, a member of the Board of 
Trade in New York and Chicago.

DISGRACEFUL AFFAIR. 


Wild Orgies of a Gang of Drunken Toughs— 
Three Arrests. 

Officer Arguello had some tough fig ht-

The officer is on the mounted force 
and lives on the East Side.

A STEP BACKWARD. 


Sacramento is Preparing to Li- 
cense Gambling. 


Oregon Sanders Gives an Opinion that the 
Ste Law is Invalid—The Grounds 
on Which the Opinion 
is Based. 


The city of Sacramento intends to 
license gambling, notwithstanding the 
State law making it a felony for gov- 
erning bodies to license any game _pro- 
hibited by the Penal Code. . It seems, 
though, that Oregon Sanders, one of 
Atty.-Gen. Hart’s deputies. has fur- 
nished the city officials with an opinion 
to the effect that the law is invalid. 
With this as a basis, Mayor Steinman 
and other city officials are preparing an 


to allow the gamblers to start in  busi- 
ness before the State Fair opens. 

Sacramento is the only city in the 
State where the gambling fraternity 
has continued to keep the upper hand 
for any length of time. Boring the 
legislative session the various faro 
banks are in full blast, and in each 
hotel can be found men with ‘‘lay-outs”’ 
and other brace games. ‘ 

These gamblers are not annoyed by 
the police, and, although the State laws 
are very strict on this point, yet in 
the very shadow of the capitol the law 
is least respected. 

Mayor Steinman first referred the 
matterto Atty.-Gen. Hart, who turned 
it over to Deputy Sanders, and that of- 
ficial held that section 337 of the Penal 
Code, the one in question, is invalid, be- 
cause it attempts to prescribe a penalty 
for an impossible crime. 

At the last meeting of the Council 
this opinion was read, and the Mayor 
remarked that after a perusal of this 
opinion he had reached the conclusion 
that section 337 inoperative. 
When such an authority as Oregon 
Sanders said so, he (the Mayor) had no 
reason for not believing so. If the city 
of Sacramento does license gambling, 
declared Mayor Steinman, it will bring 
in a revenue of not less than $25,000 
a year, and with that sum wonders may 
be accomplished. The Mayor also said 
he was in favor of licensing houses of 
ill-fame. 

Councilman Conklin said he was in 
favor of licensing gambling if it could 
be legally done. It would bea source of 
great revenue to the city, and the 
games could be regulated.. No convic- 
tions are made now, said he, and the 
city is not getting any money from 
the games which are occasionally op- 
erated. 

Mayor Steinman introduced an ordi- 
nance to provide for issuing a license 
in certain cases. The ordinance pro- 
vides a license tax of $100 per quarter 
or. $50 per month in advance to carry 

nh any game of faro, monte, roulette, 
lasquenét or any banking game plaved 
with cards, dice or any other device, 
for money, checks, credit or any other 
representative of value. All games 
shall be so carried on in rooms screened 
from public view, and the same shall be 
open to the public. All minors shall be 
prohibited from betting against, or in 
any manner assisting in carrying on any 
of the banking games, and any proprietor 
or agent of such game or games who vio- 
latessaid provision shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor. Proprietors 
of games shall. be held responsible for 
the acts of their dealers, keepers or 
employees. Application for permis- 
sion to carry on any of the games must 
first be submitted to the Mavor,. and if 
approved by him a license shall be is- 
sued by the Citv Collector, but if re- 
jected by him no license will be issued. 

A motion was made to refer the mat- 
ter to City Attorney Post and Mayor 
Steinman. The later, however, said 
that Sanders’s opinion was sufficient, so 
far as he wasconcerned. It was finally 
decided by a unanimous vote to refer it 
to the City Attorney, with a request that 
he report next Monday. If he so de- 
sires Judge Post may confer upon the 
matter with District Attorney Rvan. 

Next Monday the ordinance will be 
read again and adopted just in time for 
the sports to get ready for the State 
Fair. ‘ihe ordinance meets with tthe 
approval of Sheriff O’ Neil and the mass 
of the people of Sacramento, who be- 
lieve this is the only proper method to 
regulate an evil. 


WILL BE REPEALED. 


Senator White Says the Sherman Purchase 
Clause Will Go. 

The San Francisco Examiner’s Wash- 

ington reporter recently asked Senator 


the outcome of the present financial 
contest, and was answered in the fol- 
lowing unequivocal words: 

“Tam now of the opinion that the 
silver-purchase clause of the Sherman 
law will be repealed unconditionally. 
As near as I can get at the situation,: 
those favoring repeal have a majority 
not only in the House, but in the Sen- 
ate. It seems to mea mere matter of 
time until this result is attained.’ 

The Senator said he wanted it uader- 
stood, however, that his views had not 
changed one iota since his arrival in 
Washington. He said he was still op- 
posed to the unconditional repeal of the 
law, and was just as earnest a bimetal- 
list as he ever has been. Unconditional 
repeal will pass the House without much 
trouble, andthe Senator said he “be- 
lieved there will be little delay in reach- 
ing a vote in the Senate. 

“Ido not believe,’’ continued the 
Senator, ‘‘that those opposed to uncon- 
ditional repeal will place any obstruc- 
tions in the way of bringing it about. 
It seems to me that the only thing that 
can be done now isto have a full and 
free discussion of the pending question, 
and, if possible, to arrive at some 
agreement, so that legislation can be 
enacted to relieve the financial situa- 
tion. if it is possible to do so. 

“The extreme silver men may think 
it necessary for them to continue their 
fight indefinitely in order to prevent 
the white metal being ignored entirely, 
but 1 do not think that they will find 
this a very politic course. This extra- 
ordinary session of Congress was called 
to pass some kind of relief legislation. 
Now, if the majority believe that the 
unconditional repeal of the Sherman 
silver-purchase clause will give the 
required relief, it seems to me that the 
only course to follow is for every man 
to vote for his convictions, no matter 
what the result may be.”’

Ramie. 
For several years past there has 
been from time to time considerable 
talk about the culture of ramie as a 


leading crop in this State, but nothing | 
ofa practical character has-sa_far been | 


accomplished. The subject has again 
been brought te the attention of the 
people by a declaration of the mer- 


chants of San Francisce that they will 
give ramie a chance to sell 
counters. They have been selling 
and cotton goods under the guise of 
ramie, but they have decided thar 
hereafter the coarse stuff must stand 
or fall for what it really vis, . while 
ramie is to be elevated to its proper 
place. 

That the ramie plant is adapted to 
the soil and climate of this State has 
been definitely known for. several 
years. But there the matter stopped. 
The absence of proper machinery for 
yapidly and cheaply preparing the 
fiber for manufacture, processes car-

Now, however, such | 
machines have been invented and in- 
troduced, and at a recent session of the

encouragement of ramie culture. But 


without the ald of that law sevetal 
organizations have been effected, both 
‘for the eultivation of the plant and 


for the preparation of the fiber and its 


manufacture into fabrics of various 
kinds. Many thousands of the ramie 
roots have been distributed and plant- 
ed, and it is promised that there will 


be a ready market for all the fiber that | 


turned out. Preliminary ex- 
periments made with ramie at Bakers- 
field, Kern county, have demonstrated 
the entire feasibility of the scheme, fs 
well as the fact that the amount of 
Siber produced to the acre is so large 
that ample returns are certain to ac- 
crue to the producer. It is not too 
much to predict that nothing stands in 
the way of California building up an 
industry in this direction which shall 
become a source of great wealth. 
Ramie is a very good imitation of 
cilk, and many of the silk goods sold 
in our stores are really made from this 
fiber plant. Ramie goods will stand, 
washing, and. moths do not eat it. 
Very large quantities of these goods 
are ‘imported and sold under other 
names. There is practically no limit 
to the market for this product. The 
recent depression in the fruit markets 
has taught our farmers that it is a 
goo thing to have several strings to 
their bow. It would amount to a great 
deal for the State ff we could intro- 
duce the successful cultivation, on a 
large seate,of--such staple crops as 
sugar beets, tobacco and ramie, which 
are always sure of a market, and yield 
a good profit within a few months 
from the time when théy are planted.

Proscription of Chinese. 

The Compton incident, where a big 
crowd of Chinese-haters undertook to 
drive off a small body of skilled fruit- 
packers, was not creditable or com- 


mendable’ Nothing can be perman- 
nently gained by violence and proscrip- 
tion. The law must be allowed to take 
its course. Peace must be preserved, 
order maintained, and the rights of all 
classes, trades and nationalities re- 
spected, and enforced, if need be, by 
the strong arm of the civil power. This 
Chinese question is today a sensitive 
one, not in its local bearings merely, 
but in its broader aspects. The safety 
and the lives, the rights and the prop- 
erty of American citizens resident in 
China are involved in the pending set- 
tlement of the relations between the 
two countries; hence the continued 
perpetration by American citizens of 
acts of injustice and violence against 
Chinese in this country can only have 
the effect of reacting disastrously 
upon our own_ defenseless people, 
removed for the time being beyond the 
protecting aegis of the Constitution 
and the flag. Besides, in this day and 
generation, in the vanguard of civili- 
zation in free and enlightened Amer- 
ica, it ought to be entirely possible to 
adjust disputes, however grave, in 
the courts of justice, and without a 
sacrifice of the sacred principle of 
human rights. For, mind you, men 
of California, the habit ®nce fixed of 
denying to any class of men—the de- 
spised Chinese, for  instance—their 
right to life, liberty and the posses- 
sion and enjoyment of property and 
happiness, that habit will speedily be 
followed by the denial of the same 
inalienable rights to any other class of 
men, wherever the power to do so may 
exist.

The New York World, which is al- 
ways working up some sensational sub- 
ject, prints opinions from a number of 
Western Governors upon the proposi- 
tien for a commercial division of the 
United States.

Pennoyer of Oregon, is, 
of course, among those who favor a 
convention to consider the matter. He 
would doubtless favor the making of 
Oregon an absolute. monarchy, with 
himself as monarch. It is difficult to 
see what good purpose can be served 
by the introduction of such chimerical 
ideas into -the present controversy. 
They do but detract the attention of 
the peaple from the main point at is- 
sue, which is to secure the establish- 
ment of a stable currency in which 
there is no question as to the relative 
value of gold, silver and paper. Be- 
sides this, such propositions tend to 
inflame the minds of the excitable and 
unreasoning portion of the population 
and greatly increase the difficulty of 
arriving at a satisfactory settlement. 
Any and every movement looking to the 
division of the Union of our fathers-, 
the Union rescued and preserved by the 
blood of patriots spilled in the great 
War against secession and slavery—is 
incipient treason. 


One of the censequences of the pre- 
vailing financial depression which 
might have been foreseen. is the arous- 
ing of a spirit of unrest among the 
laboring classes, iarge numbers of 
whom are at present out of employ- 
ment, and some of them in straits for 
the bare necessities of life. Asis usual 
in such cases, the professional agi- 
tator is pushing himself to. the front 
and taking advantage of the occasion 
to air his wild ideas. In New York a 
female Anarchist appears to have as- 
sumed the role which Denis Kearney 
played upon the San Francisco sand 
lots some fifteen years ago. Los An- 
geles has some of the same sort of 
tireless-toilers with the jaw.

The Supervisors Asked to Have 
Investigation. 


The Importance of Taking Measures for the 
Eradication of Scale Pests Set 
Forth—The Brown 

License.

The following communication on the. 
much disputed bug quéstion was filed 
with the Board of .Supervisors yester- 
day: 

‘“‘We, the undersigned, citizens and 
fruit-growers of Lox Angeles county, 
would respectfully petition your honor- 
able body and request that a thorough 
investigation be made into the horti- 
cultural condition of the county to the 
end that the public may have a clear 
understanding in regard tothe care of 
parasites and suppression of injurious 
insects and the supervision of the great 
fruit-growing interests of the county. 

‘We understaad that the worst of 
the existing pests, the purple scale, is 
now on several orange orchards in this 
county and is steadily increasing, in ad- 
dition to other scales;and great appre- 
hension is feared in consequence. 

‘‘We earnestly urge, in view of this 
and the heavy taxes. the horticultural 
interests are burdened with, in addition 
to the great expense of spraying and 
fumigating, that thé condition of 
predaceous parasites be inquired into, 
and if parasites now eXisting be found 
in sufficient numbers arrangements be 
made whereby: locat-authorities can 
work in harmony-wit State Board 
of Horticulture for the best inter- 
ests of all. 

“We are informed by Alexander 
Craw that a black-scale parasite, im- 
ported by Prof. Koebele, has multiplied 
enormously in the orchard of Ellwood 


Cooper at Santa Barbara, and has al- 
most cleared that gentleman’s orchard 


from that scale. 

‘‘For these reasons and in view of the 
urgency of the case, -we respectfully 
ask your honorable body to také such 
action in the premisesasmay be deemed 
proper.’’

AN OLD DEBT. 


An Unpublished Chapter in the Life of the 
Late L. L. Bradbury. 

The filing of a suit for $836,000 re- 
cently against the estate of Lewis L. 
Bradbury has brought out a hitherto 
unpublished chapter in the life, of the 
late millionaire. Not thatthe suit men- 
tioned has any connection with the 
facts to be related, but it simply served 
to remind a certain Boston gentleman, 
now residing here, of an almost forngot- 
ten episode. 

According to the story, which seems 
to have every element of truth in it, 
Lewis L. Bradbury came to Boston from 
Bangor, Me., in the spring of 1841, 
and found employment in the leather 
finding store of Charles H. Pratt, who 
is still living, and who is a friend of the 
gentleman now making the mattec pub- 
lic for the first time. A short time 
later Nathaniel M. Bradbury. a brother, 
cam: to Boston, and was likewise em- 
ployed inthestore of Mr. Pratt. The 
two young men stayed with Pratt for 
some time, and during the latter part 


-of 1844 went into the leather ind shoe- 


finding business themselves on Black- 
stone street. 

About thistime Mr, Pratt gave up 
business and sold some of his stock to 
the Bradbury Bros. They _ settled 
partly in cash, but there still remained 
a balance of $250 t® pay. Later pe 
two brothers became a ‘little hard ‘up 
and Pratt helped them out by drawing 
his note for $750 and having it cashed , 
atthe bank forthe young men. This 
was in 1844. 

Shortly afterward Lewis L. Bradbury 
disappeared from Boston, aud his 
brother. soon followed him. They still 
owed theif friend and benefactor the 
$250 and also the $750 which he had 
secured for them on his note, Mr. 
Pratt of course had to pay the latter 
when it became dune, and was thus 
$1000 out on bis proteges. Mr. Pratt 
is still minus this moemey and would 
never have thought of it any more had 
not an Associated "Press dispatch ap- 
peared in a Boston paper announcing 
the millionaire’s death. Mr.. Pratt 
then figured up the $1000 with inter- 
est for forty-nine years, but so far as 
known has not put in any claim against 
the estate.

The net earnings forthe half year to 
June 30 were $800,000 in excess of 
the same period of last year, and the 
property is in first-class physical con- 
dition. In the last three years not less 
than $6,860,000 has been spent for 
betterments alone, all of which was 
taken out of earnings. . 

The withdrawal of the Atchison and 
its allied lines fromthe Southwestern 
Railway and Steamship. Rate Commit- 
tee has stirred up anxiety to save that 
organization from disruption. The 
withdrawal wags owing to the Texas Pa- 
cific having prorated at reduced rates 
with the Rock Island, the latter not be- 
ing amember. An attempt is now be- 
ing made to agree on a reconciliation 
meeting to be held in Chicago. 

John W. Kendrick, general manager 
of the Northern Pacific, made a run 
from St. Paul to Portland last week 
that is said to have eclipsed anything 
of the kind in the history of the North- 
west. The run of 1052 miles was made 
in forty-eight hours’ actual running 
time, or fifty-two hours including stops 
at Tacoma and other points for the pur- 
pose of leaving papers. Mr. Kendrick 
brought West the papers filed in -New 
York and Wisconsin in the receivership 
matter. [Tifty miles an hour was about 
the time made. 

James M. Hill, president of the Great 
Northern Railway Company, saidin New 
York the other day that the reductions 
in salaries and wages on his. road 
went into effect on the 65th _ inst. 
They were not the result of the present 
financial troubles, but simply the fulfill- 
ment of a long contemplated plan of 
economy. ‘The reductions will effect a 
saving of about $125,000 a yean Mr. 
Hill does not think his road will feel the 
hard times so severely as roads in other 
parts of the country. ‘‘We have no 
iron works or manufactories,’’ he con- 
tinued, “to carry along. We simply 
plow, plant and produce corn. It is the 
corn which brings the gold here.”’ 

(San Francisco Call:) The’ dried- 
fruit rate, which has been under discus- 
sion-for some time past, is finallvin a 
fair way for settlement, and the follow- 
ing proposition has been made to the 
members of the Transcontinental 
Freight Rate Committee. The. rates 
have been agreed upon by the Southern 
Pacific and Santa Fe lines, and are said 
to be favorably considered by all other 
members, and the probability is now that 
the rates will be in force in two weeks. 
The plan agreed upon is to charge 
$1 for wooden packages and $1.20 for 
sacks, per 100 pounds, in car lots of a 
minimum weight of 24,000 pounds. 


Mixed carloads, consisting of part 
wooden packages and part sacks, 
willcome under a $1.20 rate. The 


Santa Fe thus, as the originator of the 
proposition, carried its point. 

The funds in the hands of the Cana- 
dian government for the payment of 
dividends upon the stock of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway have been ex- 
‘hausted, and hereafter that corporation 
must pay dividends out of its earnings, 
its subsidies and the proceeds of its 
land sales. Ten years ago the company 
made an arrangement with the Cana- 
dian government by which dividends at 
the rate of 3 per cent. per annum were 
guaranteed untilthé 17th of August, 
18938, payable semi-annually. The 
money necessary to secure this guaran- 
tee was lent to the company by the Do- 
minion government, being borrowed 
upon Canadian bonds sold in England. 
Subsequently the company obtained a 
clear receipt of the loan. by transfer- 
ring a portion of its land subsidy back 
tothe government and paying some 
cash. he amount required to guaran- 
tee the dividends was $22,500,000.

They Failed to Impeach Grant’s 
- Testimony. 


The Young Murder Trial Almost 


Concluded. 


What Dockweiler, the Barkeeper of Jean 
Lenert’s Saloon, Claims to Have 
Learned—New Suits 

Court Notes. 


The legal counsel through whose en- 
ergetic efforts W. H. Young cherishes 
his only hope for life and liberty took 
a hand at the wheel vesterday after- 
noon in the course of the third day’s 


session of the murder trial by introduc- ; 


ing quite a number of witnesses to tes- 
tify in behalf of their client. But they 
elicited no new points whatever to 
strengthen their cause, and, worse than 
this, the attempt to impeach the testi- 
mony of Donald Grant, the man who 
supplied the corroborative proof of the 
statements of Lulu Dorman for the 
prosecution, resulted in a most lament: 
able ‘*fall-down.”’ 

CRA man who happened to be ina Main 
‘street saloon one night since the last 
trial of the case heard some fellows 
talking about the matter. When he 
saw Grant he was led to believe that 
the latter was the same party he had 
heard talk about it, and promptly in- 
formed Mr. Ling of his convictions. 
Somehow the lawyer misunderstood the 
man’s language and jumped‘at what he 
thought appeared to be an excellent and 
desired chance to discredit Grant's tes- 
timony. He was most woefully . mis- 
taken, however, although he did not 
realize it until too late. Grant was put 
on the stand and asked if he knew the 
informant, who was just plain John 
Smith. Grant said no very heartily, 
and added that he certainly did not 
know Smith from ‘‘Adam’s off horse.’’ 

- Then Mr. Ling prepared for the de- 
noument. Calling Smithto the stand 
he asked him if-he had overheard such 
and such a conversation in the saloon. 
The witness qualified his reply some- 
what, but agreed that he had. Then he 
was asked if he recognized in Grant the 
man .whd made those remarks. He 
didn’t do anything of thesort, and when 
he said so the look of discomfithre that 
spread over the face of the examining 
attorney was only less marked than the 
ripple of amusement that ran around 
the . crowded —courtroom. Mr. Ling 
hastened. to excuse his witness, and 
asked the court to strike out his evi- 
dence, which was done. 

Instead of Mr. Grant’s testimony be- 
ing cast in doubt, as was expected, evi- 
dence of its trathfulness was doubled 
two fold, and thus did the defense drop 
a losing point to the other side. 

As their principal witnessat the open- 
ing of the afternoon session, the de- 
fense called Joe Dockweiler, the bar- 
keeper who had been employed in Len- 
ert’s, saloon, to relate what he had 
dearned fronthe burned woman after 
the night in question. 

Cc ommencing slowly, the witness said: 

‘Il went in there ,(meaning the wo- 
man’s room) after the doctor and the 
District-Attorney had been there. 
Irene said: ‘Joe, I think I am 
going to died.’ Then she said: ‘I 
would like to have-a _ priest.’ I 
said ‘All right, Irene, I‘ will get the 
priest.’ Before going, b asked again: 
‘Irene, nott we are good friends; tell 
me just how this thing happened?’ She 
said—’’ 

‘Well, don't you tell what she said,’’ 
interposed Deputy District- -Attorney” 
Dupuy. “If Your Honor please, we 
wish an opportunity of presenting this 
issue fairly.”’ 

“You desire to argue the point?” 
asked Judge Smith. 

‘Yes, sir,’’ was the reply. 

The question of what the dying wo- 


man said to Joe Dockweiler was then 


dropped for the time. 

Continuing, the witness said, in re- 
sponse to Mr. Ling’s questions: ‘‘I got 
the priest to come there after that. I 
forget what his name was.’’ 

' “Who paid for the medical and other 
attendance necessary forthe sick wo- 
man?’’ 

“W. H. Young.’” 

‘Do you know who paid the funeral 
expenses?’ 

‘Yes, sir; Young also paid them.”’ 

“Do you know Lulu Dorman?” 

‘Yes, sir.”’ 

‘Is her reputation in the community 
in which she lives good or bad?’’ 

“Bad,’’ came the automatic answer. 

On cross-examination Dockweiler 
candidly admitted that he could not be 
absolutely positive on some of the 
points brought out by counsel for the 
defense. 

Before being excused the witness was 
asked whether or not he has seen Don- 
ala Grant, the man who gave the most 
important evidence for the prosecution, 
about Jean Lenert’s saloon on theft 
night the woman was burned. 

In corroboration of Lulu Dorman’s 
testimony Grant had said that he~had 
passed through the saloon previous to 


the time the scream of Irene was |. 


heard. 

Dockweiler said that he..did not 
remember seeing such a man about as 
Grant, after scanning the features of 
the latter, who stood up in the .audi- 
ence for inspection. The witness would 
not positively swear that Grant had not 
been in the saloon witht  three- 
quarters of an hour Previous to she 
burning of the woman. 

Mr. Ling wanted the privilége, he 
said, as a favor of the court toward the 
defendant, to put the man Grant on the 
stand for the purpose of asking him 
some impeaching questions. Mr. Ling 
‘also took occasion to remark that there 
was a brother of that witness on the 
jury, presumably for the purpose of 
adding weight to his request. 

Deputy District Attorney Dupuy said. 
very quickly. ‘‘We have no objections 
to that,’’ with an air that seemed to 
indicate that he would be pleased to 
again have an opportunity of reviewing 
the important bit of new evidence 
which Mr. Grant had given. 

When.the witness took the stand con- 
sel for defense began: ‘‘Mr. Grant, 
did you not, since the last trial of this 
case, in a saloon on North Main street, 
say in the hearing of one Mr. Smith, ‘I 
see the Young jury has again disagreed ; 
if I should testifv they would not dis- 
agree. ButI don’t want to for the 
sake of my brothers and sisters,’ "’ 

‘No, sir, not a single word of it did I 
say,’’ exclaimed tne witness em phati- 
call. 

When called upon to tell whether or 
not he knew Smith, Grant was sure 
that he had never before seen the man 


- pointed out. 


After John Smith had told what he 
didn't know and wasso summarily dis- 
missed from the stand the defense an- 
‘nounced that their evidence was about 
all in, so Ema.Bloom, a colored woman,

was called in rebuttal. She said 
she had been summoned to nurse Irene 
O’Brien afterthe burning. ‘‘I was awith 
her all the time except for about one 
hour,’’ said the witness, ‘‘from the 
morning after she was burned until she 
died.

Reopening of the Farmers’ Ex- 
change Bank Today. 


Everyth Ample 
ything if Good Shape, With re Stevens, charged with taking several’ 


Funde to Meet All Demands—The 
Redlands Sewer Farm 
Causing Troubic. 


The Farmers’ Exchange Bank was’ taken 
from the hands of tke receiver, John C. 
King, .on Wednesday, baving been in his 
charge just two months, and will be open 
for a general banking business today 
(Thursday,) under the most favorable con- 
ditions. It was the desire of the receiver 
and the officials of the bank to get every~ | 
thing in the best shape possible, and be 
fixed beyond the possibility of a mishap, 
before opening the doors for a general 
banking business. Consequently the open. 
ing has been delayed beyond sucha time as 
might have been counted ample by less 
cautious financiers. The bank now has, in 
round numbers, cash on hand amounting 
to $130,000; bills receivable, $160,000, 
the real estate of the bank is valued at 
$92,000, making the total assets $382,000. 
There is owing depositors less than $145,- 
000, and to otber banks $30,000, mak- 
ing the total liabilities but $175,000. 
The assets of the bank are, therefore, more 
than double the liabilities, and the’cash ac- 
tually on hand is almost enough to pay all 
depositors dollar for dollar at the hour of 
opening. Large sums will be put on de- 
posit at once by business men and others 
who were doing their banking there at the 
time the doors were closed. It is seldom 
that a bank opens under such favorable 
conditions after having suspended tempo- 
rarily. All who have heen doing business 
with thts bank will be informed by letter 
on Thursday of the opening, and given a 
sworn statement of the bank’s condition. 

SAN BERNARDINO BREVITIES.

REDLANDS BREVITIES. 

The district meeting of the Masonic fra- 
ternity will be held in this city early in 
September. The local Masans are holding 
drills and making other preparations for 
the big demonstrations proposed. A large 
number of visiting Masons will be expected 
from neighboring lodges. 

There is some likelihood of another Im. 
portant manufacturing industry being 
brought to this city. The Elsinore Pipe 
Works has proposed to remove its plant to 
this city if $13,000 of the stock of the com- 
pany should be taken in Redlands. The 
reputation of this city for energy,and push 
is spreading rapidly and attracting to it 
capital for investment in various enter- 
prises, as well as enterprises seeking capl- 
tal to push them. 

The ordinance respecting the use of

This 
leaves the total amount of assessments 
raised $25,254. or asaving to the city of 
probably $300.

Mr. Tourny, the secretary of the 
bank, was recently in Los Angeles on 
his regular. semi-annual visit to this 
part of the State, but that all he did 
was to collect about $9000 in overdue 
interest from some of the bank's 
Clients. Mr. Tourny had not even 
asked to look at Mr. Lunt's books, much 
less @€xamine them, as there was abso- 
lutely no need for anything like an 
investigation. Mr. Lunt claimed that 
he did not owe the German bank one 
cent, and produced. letters and re- 
ceipts to prove his statement. He said 
the bank had shut down on loans re- 
cently, and his entire business in the 
last few weeks had been to collect the 
rents from such property as the bank 
now owned, or had an equity in, on 
account of foreclosed mortgages.
